NOTES FROM THE WORK SHOP. 

It pains my heart to chronicle the death 
of Elder A. J. Carmerof Aubtirn, Indiana, 
which took place on June 18. lírother 
Carmer's name is familiar to scores of 
members in the Brethren church. He 
united with the Dunkard church in the 
year 1859. He was a strong advoca te of 
the doctrine she held. He lived in full 
fellowshíp with that church until the 
branch known as the Congregalional 
Brethren pulled off from the Dunkard 
church, he becoming an arílent worker 
with that society of brethren, carrying in 
part the financíal burden. He was present 
when the union was cfïectcd at Day ton, 
Ohio. Since that day he has been a 
member in full fellowshíp with the Breth- 
ren church, ready and willítigat all times 
to do what he could for the Master, and 
the church. He has been a sufferer for 
morè than fifteen years, having at one 
tíme an assault made upon hisperson with 
murderous intent by some unknown per- 
son, or persons for his money. He has 
held públic positions, and was known as 
a man of push. Through hi ui the church 
was slarled at Auburn, 111., which gave 
hini so much joy in bis last days. He was 
ne ver discouraged. Time and again he 
had tricti to build up the cause at Auburn 
but he sa i d the devil always managed in 
some way to spoil his plans. About one 
year ago the work again was taken up 
which at present promises to be a suc- 
cess. On the eveningof May 27, we held 
our Communion services. Broihcr Car- 
mer said then, brethren I feel this will be 
my last Communion with you. It proved 
so to be. At the sa me time he requested 
your humble servant to preach his funeral. 
He was a father to us all. Loved and 
respected by the entire church. He suf- 
fered greatly in his last illness, but on 
Tuesday morning Ihe long sought for 
messenger came to removehim of his suf- 


fering. The country looses a good citi- 
zen, the church a stay and siipport, the 
pastor a faithful standby, the children a 
loving father, the wífe a tender and an 
affcctionaíc husband. But our loss will 
be his eternal gain. Asking God to bless 
and comfort the bereaved, we remain your 
servant ín the Lord.

FROM ROANOKE, VA. 

We send you the cheering tidings from 
the Old Dominion, that the great revival 
of (Progressive) religion which began at 
Roanoke City, about May i, last, is 
"marching on" and sweeping before it 
every vestige of sectarian opposition and 
satànic anlagonism. As I wrote you last, 
our second Sunday since meeting gave 
an increase of se ven members. Two of 
whom were by relation. The following 
Sunday we preached at Boone's Mill and 
Cedar Btnff in Franklin Co., at 1 1 A. M. f 
and 4 v. M., on the subject of "Washing 
the Saint's Feet. " Large audienecs met 
us at both appqintments, and I never saw 
such rivited attention. From reports 
since gleaned, the people were deeply im- 
pressed with the strengthof the arguments 
11 se ! in sup|iort of the doctrine, and we 
look for rich results ín the near future. 
At the evening appointment we received 
one applicant for baptism, which will be 
administered in July. There is an effec- 
tual (loor opening in that section for our 
doctrine. On Saturday at 2 v. M, of ihe 
2 2nd inst., we hehl a church meeting at 
Boone's Chapet, (the storm center of the 
movement) for the purpose of effecting 
an organization. An enrollment of about 
70 naines all gathered within the last 8 
nimuhs, the election and ordination of 
three brethren and their wives to the dea- 
con and deaconess office was the resull. 
Al night a devotionol service was held and 
one applicant from the G, Ií. fold was re- 
ceived in to fellowshíp. On yesterday 
morning at 1 1 a. m. and 8 p. m., services 
were held at the same place and another 
applicant from the G. Ií. membership was 
received. We expect to hotd a commun- 
ion service there in September and exten- 
sive prepara tions will be made to accom- 
modate the people who will attend the 
interesting ceremonies. As our house is 
toosmall to seat the crowds that will at- 
tend it is considered necessary to make 
arrangements in the grove near by. We 
may have to procure a tent with a capac- 
ity to seat 500 people or morè in order to 
meet the possible autumnal .storms thai 
visit us at that season. Let ihe work of 
saving souls speed on throughout the be- 
loved brtuherhood. A glorious future 
awaits our cause.
